But  like  a  proud  Steed  reuiMy  went  haughty  on, 
Champing  hia  iron  curb :  to  ftrive,  or  fly, 


He  held  it  vain:  awe  from  above  had  qnell^d 
H5«  heart,  not  elfc  di(may'd.  Now  drcw  they  nigh. 
The  wcllem  Point,  where  thofe  half-rounding  guards 
Juft  mety  and  clofmg  ftood  in  fquadron  joinM, 
Awaiting  next  command.     To  whom  thei^  Chief» 
Gabriely  from  the  Front  thus  ca]l*d  aloud :
